quirements, none of which, however, should be objectionable to 
fair minded persons, union or non-union. 

“Aside from believing that with more than two years In 
which to work we will be assured of enactment of our law by 
the electorate in 1940,’’ says a communication from the organ- 
ization, ‘‘there is another angle to that strategy. This initia- 
tive hanging over the heads of the predatory union officials 
from now on will be a powerful deterrent to their guerilla war- 
fare against the public interest, convenience and necessity. 
Every overt act of theirs meanwhile means votes for our law.’ 

It is said that the plan of Women of the Pacifie has attract- 
ed national attention and they have received requests from wo- 
men all over the country for their plan of organization and 
copies of their proposed law. It is not at all improbable that 
before long the movement will have spread ‘to other states and 
there will be a demand for the law in a number of them. Na- 
tional regulation of unfair praetices is certainly a worthy goal 
for any organization to favor and promote.

One of the most frequent excuses the New Dealers give for 
failure to balance the national budget is that relief costs are 
so high that budget balancing is impossible. However, the 
facts are that in five full fiseal years the New Deal has spent 
approximately $40,000,000,000 and that emergency relief ex- 
penditures have not been over $12,000,000,000 to $15,000,000,000 
—and we do not desire to be considered as insinuating they 
were not plenty high, even though they disprove claims that 
have been made by the administration. Last year the admin- 
istration spent $7,700,909,000, of which $2,001,000,000 went for 
emergency relief. The remainder, $5,699,000,000, is a much 
larger sum than was spent for regular government costs In any 
year of any preceding administration. Tax receipts for the year 
were $5,658,000,000, so that the New Deal went *‘in the red”’ 
some $41,000,000 on its ordinary expenditures, not counting 
relief. The relief cost alibi hasn’t a leg to stand on.

Q—I often see a car parked, 
near where I live, with most of the 
body covering the sidewalk. The 
car is just outside of 4 garage 
which is built right up to the walk 
so that the car is parked on the 
incline with the rear just off the 
street. This makes it necessary to 
squeeze by this car. Can’t that be 
stopped ? 

A—Parking of a vehicle in such 

; a manner would be a violation of 

the Vehicle Code which prohibits 
| parking of a vehicle “on a side-~ 
walk.” Better phone your local po- 
pure the next time and have this 
selfish practice stopped. 

Q—Have noticed so many auto- 
mobiles turn at intersections late-~ 
ly narrowly missing pedestrians 

| that I was wondering if the law 
was repealed concerning rights of 
pedestrians? 

A—Not at all; pedestrians 

| should receive proper considera- 
} 








Q—Must a passenger bus car- 
rying paid passengers stop at all 
railway crossings? 

A—No, not at all crossings. No 
stop is required where there is an 
officer on duty directing traffic or 
where there is a stop and go sig- 
nal in operation and indicates that 
traffic may proceed; nor at street 
railway tracks in a business dis- 
trict, nor at a spur track where no 
stop signs are placed, when no 
train is approaching. 

Q—What can be done about 
cars with children in them holding 
out their arms playfully?  Isn’t 
| this dangerous and misleading ? 
| A--Yes; it is misleading and 
| dangerous, It is a difficult matter 
and rests principally with the driv- 
er of the car to correct. 

Q—What is the speed limit over 
a bridge 

A—Over the Bay and Golden 
Gate bridges the speed is 45 miles 
per hour. Other bridges through- 
out the state are the same unless 
the Department of Public Works 
had placed:a speed limit thereon 
based upon the safety of the struc- 
ture. 


Q—At what distance must 
trucks travel apart upon the high- 
ways? 


A-—-Outside of a business or res- 
idence district trucks are required 
to not follow closer than 300 feet 
excepting in truck lanes or when 
getting in position to pass an-
